There  are  men  of  restricted  vision  and  men  of 
unbounded  vision.  Our  dlsttnguMhed  Mend  and 

neighbor,  Dr.  J.  S  Plaskolt,  who  dwelLs  beside  his 
big  telescope  on  Little  Saanlch  Mountain  when 
he  Is  at  home,  is  a  man  of  unbounded  Tlalon 
While  other  distinguished  men  of  applied  and 
abstract  sciences  have  been  looking  at  the  little 
atom  and  speculating  about  what  they  could  do 
with  it,  if  they  could  only  spilt  It,  the  Doctor  has 
been  looklnc;  throuf^h  his  Kreat  "spy-glass"  and 
seeing  tremendous  things  which  ordinary  scien- 
tlfti  havw  BMraly  drMunt  of  In  their  speeiitatlve 
philosophy. 

We  remember  reading  a  book  written  by  a 
great  astronomer  of  another  day  and  generation 
upon  the  fascinating  subject  of  "Other  Worlds 
Than  Ours."  The  field  of  vision  of  that  great 
astronomical  author  was  limited  compared  with 
the  wktth  and  breadth  and  depth  of  the  field  of 
vision  of  the  modern  a.stronomer.  Dr.  Plaskett 
can  peer  Into  his  telescope  set  upon  a  hill  and 
•ee  ethw  workU  thaa  ««n  that  astronomers  of 
other  tlmo.s  may  have  dreamt  of  but  could  not 
see.  That  Is  what  the  Doctor  has  been  doing  and 

assembled  at  Des  Moines.  Iowa,  about 

We  In.serts  living  and  moving  and  having  our 
being  upon  a  tiny  mote  (In  a  comparative  sense* 
which  we  call  the  earth  think  tha^  with  the 
thlng.s  we  have  made  with  our  hands,  such  as 
motor  cars  and  aeroplanes,  we  are  traveling  over 
the  face  of  our  dlmlnutlYe  orb  at  a  dizzy  pace. 
According  to  the  di.srovery  of  Dr  Plaskett,  for 
Which  it  Is  said  he  will  be  rewarded  with  a  prize 
of  a  thousand  dollars  by  the  astronomical  toclety, 
compared  with  the  .speed  of  the  heavanly  bodies 
we  are  practically  standing  still. 

Reading  from  a  paper  he  had  prepared  for  the 
consideration  of  his  scientific  coIkaRues  a.s- 
sembled  at  Des  ^olnes,  Dr.  Plaskett  said  he  had 
discovered  that  the  world,  Including  the  sun  and 
all  the  visible  stars,  was  racing  at  a  two-hundred- 
mile-u  -  'v-ond  clip  in  a  vast  whirl.  The  whirl  was 
.so  InciL-dibly  huge  that  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
yean  are  required  for  one  rotation  round  Its 
centre.  At  the  estimated  speed  of  seven  httndred 
and  twenty  thousand  miles  an  hour,  the  whirl  Is 
moving  about  two  thousand  mllas  faater  than 
man  ever  has  traveled. 

The  point  of  interest  to  the  ordinary  person 
Who  is  neither  a  scientist  nor  an  astronomer  is 
tliat  mysterious  and  prcsimiably  Invisible  "cen- 
tre" around  which  the  physical  universe  Is  racing 
at  such  an  Incomprehensible  rate  of  speed.  XTnder 
the  law  of  gravity  our  little  earth  is  suspended  to 
the  sun,  the  centre  of  Its  system.  Under  the  same 
law  every  star  aiKl  planet  in  the  universe  Is  sus- 
pended to  that  great  universal  centre  which  the 
eye  cannot  see  and  may  never  see.  There  is  a 
subject  of  greater  speculative  interest  that  the 
mutations  of  the  stock  exchanfct  and  the  decline 
and  fall  of  wheat  prices. 


AN  IMPERIAL  AMBASSADOR 


General  Jan  Christian  Bmutz  has  brought  a 
message  from  across  the  seas  and  delivered  it  to 
the  people  of  Canada  and  has  told  the  people  of 
Canada  what  he  thinks  of  their  country  The 
distinguished  visitor  from  South  Africa  says  he 
admires  Canada  not  only  because  of  the  vaataais 
of  her  phy.slcal  proportions  and  the  brilliance  of 
her  material  prospects  but  because  the  political 
system  eh*  has^-^istabUahed  !•  the  model  after 
which  the  con«5tltutlon.s  of  the  Union  of  South 
A|rica  and  the  League  of  Nations  were  fashioned, 
tn  this  matter  the  Oeneral  speaks  with  authority, 
for  he  played  a  prominent  part  In  the  negotia- 
tion of  terms  of  peace  between  Prlton  and  Boer 
and  ha  has  been  a  leading  figure  In  the  councils 
of  tim  League  of  Nations. 

.  Ofoeral  Smuts  is  a  truly  remarkable  man  and 
hSSfeM  a  wonderful  career.  He  has  been  a  man 
of  war.  Now  he  is  a  m<n  of  peace.  He  fought 

against  the  British  in  company  with  Irreconcil- 
able General  Hertzog  and  he  fought  with  the 
British  against  the  Irreconcilable  General 
Hertzog,  and  helped  to  quell  his  rebllllon.  Wlien 
the  Great  War  broke  out  he  was  on  the  side  of 
the  British,  and  durlna  the  war  was  for  a  ttane 
a  member  of  the  British  Government 

It  was  on  his  advice  that  the  Campbell-Ban - 
nermaa  Oovamment  of  Britain  took  what  ap- 
peared at  the  time  to  be  a  very  hazardous  step 
and  conceded  to  the  people  of  South  Africa  the 
right  of  complete  self-government  He  and  Sir 
Lotil"?  Botha  were  nienibci.s  of  the  first  govern- 
ment of  the  new  Dominion.  But,  largely  as  a  re- 
sult of  race  prejudice,  which  had  not  been  com- 
pletely obliterated,  tie  encountared  General 
Hertzog  on  the  political  field  and  wa.s  defeated. 
The  i)eopIe  of  South  Africa  rejected  the  man  of 
peace  and  their  benefactor,  and  aecaptad  the 
firebrand,  who  apparently  has  lost  soma  of  his 
tire  and  Irreconcilability.

Prince  Edward  Island  led  the  way 
in  the  matter  of  producinp;  sliver 
fox  for  the    fur    trade,    and  this 
province  has  gone  a  long  way  in 
building  up  that  industry,  even  to 
that  extent  that  special  regulations 
have  had  to  be  laid  down  by  leglsla- 
Uon  for  the  public  protectimi  in  the 
matter  of  health.    For  some  few 
years  there  has  l>een  a  commence- 
ment In  the  province  in  the  breed- 
ing of  mink,  and  there  Is  already 
one  large-sized  mink  farm    In  the 
Lake  St.  John  district  which  tuui 
gained    considerable  prominence, 
and  finds  a  rsfwly  and  high-priced 
market  for  the  sale  of  pelts  in  New 
York,  even  to  the  point  that  It  Is 
said  that  In  a  few  years  fox  breed- 
ing will  take  second  place  to  mink 
breedlhK  frcm  the  lucraUve  point 
of  view,  though.  It  Is  admitted,  the 
newer  fur  Indiutry  is  still  largely  in 
the   experimental  atage.  Bvldanoe 
of  confidence  in  the  posslbllitias  of 
the  mink  farms      shown  by  the 
fact  that   the     Provincial  riovern- 
ment  has  just  inc  orporated  a  (om- 
pany  with  a  $.50,000  capital  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  mink  farms 
In  the  county  of  Beauce.  though  the 
company  is  not  restricted  to  operat- 
ing in  that  county.

.serted  and  expased  to  the  element.s 
for  countless  centuries,  the  mivvsivr 
adobe  walls,  the  Immen 
and  the  houses  of  the  people  still 
remain  almost  intact  and  unaltered. 
The  Spaniards  were  quick  to  profit 
by  the  experience  of  the  people  they 
conquered  and  adopted  adobe  as 
the  material  for  thru-  own  biilldln«s. 

These  earlier  mud  buildings  were 
constructed  by  the  simple  process 
of  piling  large  adobe  bricks  or 
blocks  one  upon  another  to  form 
the  walls,  and  In  order  to  support 
the  weight  of  heavy  timbers,  floors 
and  roofs,  these  walU  were  of 
necessity  enormously  thick  and 
maxsive  Moreo^ver,  there  was  a 
limit  to  the  height  to  which  such 
walls  could  safely  be  carried.  Tlie 
wfifht  of  the  adobe  itself  was  ener- 
meus.  and  its  resistance  to  a  crush- 
ing strain  is  not  very  grea^.  An  a 
result,  mopt  of  the  cnrlipr  adobe 
btiildlngs  wpre  lo*  and  .scldoiii  more 
Uian  two  stories  in  hcljcht.  Occa- 
sionally, however,  very  imposing 
buildings  were  erected,  and  the 
great  cathedral  In  Lima  is  the 
largest  adobe  building  in  the  world. 

Instead  of  erecting  Immense  thick 
walls  of  adobe  bricks,  the  modem 
structure  has  a  framewfirk  of  light 
wood  covered  with  a  lathing  of 
cane,  metal  lath.s,  wire-netting  or 
light  steel  as  a  foundation  for  the 
mud  bricks.
